Has British Navy Scored A Success? 


VESSEL REGAINS FREEDOM 


Although confirmation and details are lacking at the moment, 
there is good reason for assuming that the Royal Navy hag scored 
another success against the marauders of.the South China Sea. 

It is definitely known that the Japanese steamer ‘‘Delj Maru” 
was attacked by pirates this morning. in or at the entrance to Bias 
Bay. Less than-an hour afterwards, the news came through that she 
had “been freed by pirates,” leading to the impression that they had 
not left in the usual. manner, with loot and possibly hostages. - 

Further unofficial information is that a British warship was in 
the vicinity when the pirates attempted to bring their unlawful prize 
1owards the coast and, it is believed, the pirates were caused to 


leave precipitately. . 


_ Another factor whicl causes optimism is that the “Deli Maru” 
has stated emphatically that she does not require assistance. 


NAVAL COMMUNIQUE 


The “Deli Maru,” flying the 
Japanese flay and belonging to the 
Osaka Shosen Kaisha; comes re- 
gularly to Hong Kong. Her run is 
between Canton, Hong Kong, 
Swatow, Amoy and Takao in For- 
mosa. She was coming back from 

* the three last-named ports to Hong 
Kong and Canton. A sister ship is 
now at the 0.S.K. wharf on the 
Central Praya beyond the.new Gov- 
ernment building. . So 

The following. communique was 
isaued by the Royal Navy :— 


“Message received this morning 
from “Deli Maru” that she was 
attacked by pirates but message 
has been received that she has 
been freed by pirates.” 

At 840 a.m. the Captain of. the 
vessel wirelessed :—

CHINA’S SILK TRADE 


FRENCH AND JAPANESE 
COMPETITION ss 
DEPRESSED CONDITIONS 
. The depressed condition of China's 
silk industry continues to oceupy the 
thoughts of many besides those 
directly engaged in it. A reception 
wes recently given at Shanghai by 
the Native Silkk Industry Salvation 
Association, and Mr. Wang Sung- 
ling, the well-known member of the 
local Kuomintang, gave an address, 
Partnership of Deoctors 

This is not an ordinary invitation 
for pleasure alone, Mr. Wang said, 
as the Association regards: itself ‘as 
a joint partnership of medical doc- 
tors, to whém is entrusted’ the life 
or death of the patient, China’s silk 
industry. We understand well that 
in this case any attempt. to save tha 
industry from total destruction will 
require a joint effort from the whole 
nalion, and- not merely that of a 
handful of silk industry men. You 
are therefore invited to share with 
us the responsibility to restore the 
position of China’s silk in inter- 
nationa] trade. The industry must 
first of all recover its health before 
it can. stand against the -keen com- 
pelition .in the world market. 

Causes Inside and Qutside 

The degeneration. of China’s silk 
industry may be attributed toe causes 
both internal and’ external, continued 
Mr. Wang. In.every country there 
must be some special production in 
which the State enjoys a special 
trade,” Silk, for instance, is a special 
preduct of which China has for 
4000 years been proud ani it is on 
this that millions.of our fellow coun- 
trymen depend for a living. To be 
brief, this industry might fairly well 
represent the livclihood of the massés 
in China. When our country first 
eniered into businéss relations with 
foreign countries, she was more than 
able to cover her imports with the 
export of silk alone; 
the keen French. and Japanese eom- 
in her 
foreign trade. , 

Following the loss of. her exports 
she has been and still is overloaded 
with . imports. According to. our 
late leader Dr. Sun Yat-sen, China 
loses about $500 million annually in 
her international ‘trade. 

Native. Taste Decays 

Then turning cur attention to the 
conditions at home, Mr. Wang went 
on, one cannot help weeping. With 
but a glance over the stores along the 
street, one 
linen, cotton and woollen piece goods 
imported - from. foreign countries. 
Again, the masses’ preference for 
imported articles serves as another 
principal factor in the failure of 
China’s silk industry, 

How much our ‘silk industry has 
been affected canbe illustrated by 
the industry in Huchow for. 1928. 
In that centre about 70 per cent. of 
the silk factories were foreed to 
close, affecting directly or indirectly 
millions of our fellow 
Driven to such a desperate condition 
the poor workers. Wuld have gone 
so far as to destroy all the foreign 
piece goods stores in their district, 
had they not been cheeked in time. 

The Peaple’s Livelihood 

Realising the seriousness of condi- 
tions, the local authorities and pro- 
minent members of the Kuomintang 
together with noted merchants and 
industrialists have formed an or- 
gatisation known as the Native Silk 
Industry Salvation Association. Fo)- 
lowing its formation similar organi- 
‘sations were started in Shanghai, 
Hangchow and Soochow, et. 

In conclusion Mr. Wang said’ that 
to save China’s silk industry was. the 
first step towards the setilement of 
the People’s Livelihood, whieh form- 
ed one of the main principles of Dr, 
Sun’s doctrine.’ |

CHINA MERCHANTS 


In connection with the joint inspec- 
tion by the Ministries of Communica- 
tions and of Industry and Commerce 
into the China Merchants’ §.N. Co,’s 
condition a lengthy report has been 
submitted by the inspection Commis- 
sion, which expresses itself as highly 
dissatisfied with Mr. Chao Teh-chow, 
managing-director of the Company in 
employment, expenditure and special 
expenditure. Prior to its reorganisa- 
tion or to Mr. Chao’s inauguration, 
the. Commission says, the staff of the 
general office,. for. instance, numbered 
only 61 members and the amoutt as- 
signed for their salary was. about. 


directorship of Mr. Chao ‘the number 
of the staff has been increased to 220 


for salary dione. Investigation shows 
that such an incréase is far from be- 
ing satisfactory ‘and the following 
cases are merely. quoted as an in-~ | 
stanee:— .- ee . 

1° Of the highly paid employees, 
many hold two or more postions and 
they cannot devote their whole time to 
the welfare of the Company.

To allow employers: to engage 
labour as they pleased simply on 
condition that the workers must be 
registered with the Employmmt 
Exchanges. but without reference 
to the ixchanges, deprived the Ex- 
changes, he deelared, of their 
essential function. The employers 
also opposed, Mr. Bemotti said, the 
existente of workers’ representa- 
tives in factories, notwithstanding 
the differences there were between 
these representalives—who were 
emphatically desired by the workers 
—and the old works’ committees. 
That opposition would have to be 
overcome, he declared, because the 
workers needed assistance and pro- 
tection 
work. The spirit of the-masses ap- 
peared: to be. excellent, 
from their outward discipliné; but 
it was necessary to inquire whether 
the discipline was organic or 
whether it was merely a state of 
passivé subordination and fear. 
Addressing the Congress of Fas- 
-eist Trade Unions, at which . Yr. 
Begnotti made these observations, 
Mr. Bottai, Under Secretary of 
State to the Ministry of Corpora- 
tions, gave it as his.conviction that 
the trade union system would not 
be ableto display full maturity and 
efficiency until the -humblest of 
trade union members wag free to 
express all: his views without fear 
of: disciplinary penalties. “The 
trade unions must. not be regarded,” 
he went on to say, “as disciplinary 
machines or as automatic devices 
for the distribution of collective 


agreements like pieces of chocolate |. 


in return for a ten-lire contribution. 
They must be living organisms 
within which living men discuss 
their legitimate and honest in- 
terests. Some people imagine. that 
the whole of this enormous and 
powerful organism ‘has been built 
up by us for the continuous manu- 
facture of idyHic collaboration; 
others imagine that by doing away 
with strikes we have attained our 
objective. My opinion is that the 
absence of strikes and agitation. 
among the workers must be com- 
pensated by a lively and unceasing 
sentiment of equity, honesty © and 
justice. I do not think that equity 
and justice can be mannfactured by 
legislation. I am net scandalised 
by the idea that there are some em- 
ployers who do not observe the pro- 
visions of collective contracts. I 
would wish not merely that such 
employers should be.met;by verbal 
protest and by legal proceedings, 
but that any workera who connire 
at the breach of contract should be 


‘branded with infamy.” 


“Fascist workers,” Mr. Bottat 
continued, “sometimes feel them- 
[selves surrounded in the works by 
an atmosphere of bitter and indig- 
nant hostility and coldness on the 
part of other workers who fee! 
homesick for the old organisations 
and the old leaders. But while it 
is true that the spirit of class war- 
fare has not disappeared from 
among the workers, a similar spirit 
survives among the employers also. 
Both sides have still some distance 
to go before they can meet, but 
their meeting cannot be brought 
about by the ordinary system of 
arbitration of disputes between the 
classes. People are too much in- 
clined to think that industrial dis- 
putes are settled by dividing things 
equally between workers and em- 
_Dloyers, . This is clearly not -the 
Fascist method, as was shown on 
the oecasion. of the minimum wage 
dispute in the Province of Turin. 
IThe Ministry was-eonfrontéd by a 
i; wide discrepancy between the rival 
iclaims, and ordered an enquiry, 
which came to conclusions con- 
j {siderably eloser to the demands of 
the workers. than to those of the 
_jemployers. This indicates 
while we are not partisans, we are 
ey neutral either. We are not out- 
istie and. above the dispute; we 
E into it to find cut the truth.

A reforma- 
tory is not an expensive. institu- 
tion to maintain, The one in 
Shanghai was started- on 2 small 
scale. A godvwn was purchased 
and was placed in-charge of a 
European warder,, assisted by 
three Indians. Two good conduct 
prisoners were selected from the 
jail to teach the boys “basket. 
making ‘and cobbling. Their“ en- 
vironment—without having to 
mix with cut-throats, murderers, 
and pirates—was certainly more 
pleasant under the circumstances, 
There is no misanthropic scowl to 
be seen there, and quite a number 
of the boys on leaving the insti. 
tution followed the straight and 
narrow path in life-—It may be 
that some scheme is‘in the mak- 
ing here for a Reformatory or 
Borstal Institute, but until that

° Importance of Historical Element in Christianity 


MODERN CHURCHMAN’S. VIEWS

In various ways, then, what may 
not unjustly be called the current, 
theories of the identity of Chriy- 

tianity break down, and until we 
‘ean find a more tenable theory to 
put in their place we not only Jack 
frounds for an affirmative answer 
to our question, ‘but grounds for 
any answer. . 

T cannot pretend. to have a, com- 
plete and unassailable’ theory of: 
identity to offer you, and in place 
of such a theory I will venture the 
following by no means original 
suggestions. Identity, so far as 
Christianity is concerned, must be 
discovered in the facts of history, 
not us something unchanging, or 
some substance commonto them all, 
but as a kind of qualitative same- 
Identity, so far from exclud- 
ing - differences, is meaningless in 
their absence, just as difference or 
change depend upon something 
whose identity is not destroyed by 
that change, It is nota ‘matter of 
size or shape, or of anylhing so ab- 
stract as spirit or purpose; on the 
contr. it seems to lie, first, in 
the avoidance of any absolute break 


- in a thing’s existence, and, beyond 


that and governing that, in some 
qualitative element to be diseover- 
ed only by reference to the general 
character of the thing ¢oncerned. 
A Characteristic 
On this view of identity—and on 
up other, 46 far as Loam aware— 
the characteristic of being Chris- 
: may properly be claimed by 
doctrine, idea or practice 
which, no matter whence it came, 
ha: beer’ or can be drawn into the 
general body of | the Christian 
tradition without altoyether dis- 
turbing its unity. or bredking down 
its consistency, This means that 
ou ides or practice may properly be 
Christian whieh, in part at least, 
runs counter to much that had pre- 
viously been regarded as Christian, 
Ti means, also, that the identity of 
our religion is maintained, not in, 
spite of, but because of, differences 
aud changes. To apply the second 
ant governing criterion of identity 
it would be necessary to come to 
some definite conclusion about the 
general character of Christianity, 
which is ton large an undertaking 
for the present occasion, But the 
kind of way in which I should be 
-inclined to think of it fs like this. 
Christianity ig a religion, and while 
it tg not a characteristic of religion 
to remain unchanged throughout 
human history, it is one of its 
characteristics continually both to 
conform to and to lead what may be 
called the civilization or culture of 
its adherents. There is.no religious 
idea with which we are acquainted 
which has remained entirely un- 
changed. To identify Christianity 
with. its whole original state (if 
that could be found) or with some 
, unchanging core (if*that could be 
known) is to deny its nature. A 
religion must, somehow, represent 
to its believers the highest they can 
believe, the best they can desire. 
Do Net Remain Unchanged 
Such beliefs and desires do not 
remain unchanged, and so Chris- 
tianity either is-something which 
con maintain its identity and at the 
same time be the highest our or 
any age can believe or desite, or it 
fails to be a religion in the full 
sense. And, to me, the failure of 
Christianity to meet the demands 
put upon it by present requirements 
would be more certain evidence of 
its, demise than aimost any alleged 
braak in the Christian tradition. 
In short, the argument is this: re- 
ligion is characterized by its power 
to give life and to give it abundant: 
ly; Christianity is a religion: and 
therefore it can properly be said to 
maintain its identity while. con~ 
’ thnually admitting perhaps wholly 
new ideas and practices, no matter 


whence they come, and while con-|- - 


tinually difearding perhaps thor- 
- oughly traditional ideas and prac- 
tices, so long as the modifications 
are effected.in such a way as. to 
cause no absolute break in the de- 
velopment and to comply with its 
‘general nature ag a religion. ~ 
Sound Test Required 
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(Continued from September 14.) 
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not think it would be difficult) to’ 
show that a belief in the necessity 
ofthe prima fecie historical. is a 
balief in something very much less 
than reality, something in itself-:in- 
consistent and therefore theoreti- 
cally worthless, but.sueh a demon- 
stration in this place would be both 
frivolous and irrelevant. Religious 
ideas, unlike philosophical ideas, do 
not depend entirely for their value. 
upon a demonstration of their 
ultimate truth: they have another 
purpose, the fulfilment of which is 
subject toa pragmatic test.: To the 
vhilosopher, then, who should tell 
us that our faith in history is 
pathetically misplaced, we - may 
answer that the question before us 
is not the ultimate reality of his- 
torical events, but whether or not 
a belief in the prima facie histori- 
cal is a-permanent religious need 
which demands some kind of satis- 
faction. 


Apologists in Error 
Those apologists, I- think, ; 
are in error who say that Chris- 
tianity has ever, in any ultimate 
sense, agserted the essential reality 
and uniqueness of all events and 
of time, for such an assertion is no 
part of a specifically religious he- 
lief, and Christianity. is first and 
last a religion. But Christianity | 
certainly has asseried a very gen-! 
eral need for some kind of religious 
belief in the necessity of the prima 
facie Historical, arid if we may 
judge from the past history and the 
present state of our religion, this 
assertion is very well grounded in 
fact. There has been, and there 
seems now to be, a very general 
need in the religious consciousness 
of Christendom for. this kind of 
belief -in history, But before we 
use this as an argument to establish 
that bolief as an important and 
even necessary part of Christianity 
we should, I think, consider the 
following facts. 
Need For Belief 
This belief and need for belief 
in the necessity of the prima facie 
historical, besides having some 
foundation in’ human nature in 
general, was inherited by Chris: | 
tianity, like so miuch else, from 
Judaism: it is what has been called 
“the Jewish principle of consider- 
ing as the object of religious 
emotion a something which has oc- 
curred once for all”. That, of 
course, is not to say that it cannot 
be in the fullest sense Christian, 
but I think it should make us more 
critical of it than we might other. 
wise be, for “gefahriich ist es, Erbe 
zu sein.” By some means or other, 
perhaps through the  instru- 
mentalty of Christianity itself, 
this belief in history has, since the 
eghteenth century, become part of 
our normal Weltaxschauntg; this 
peculiarly Hebrew belief, which 
had little or no counterpart in 
Greek culture, has been westerniz- 
ed. I need hardly offer a proof of 
this. The tremendous power of 
persuasion exercised by an histori- 
cal analysis over uneducated minds 
was. magnified in the nineteenth 
century to immense Proportions. 
Run to History 


All intellectual effort had a ten- 
dency to run to history, and the 
reading of history became itself a 
means of grace and even a religion. 
The consequence of this is that a 
certain artificial and inflated de- 
mand for history and a belief in 
history has been created. We 
believe in history; it is part of our 
religion because it is part of our 
mentality. But this ideal of 
wie es eigentlich gewesen is little 
better than an illusion, and its 
apotheosis, passeism,.is a sign of

-far a3 our civilization is concerned, 


so much belief in history seems te 
be working its own ruin; the intel- 
lectua] energy of our generation is 
turning in other directions, and the 
power to stand on the point of the 
present is returning. ‘This artificial 
and inflated demand for a belief 
in history is, then, not necessary, 
but the creature of a period, and 


when it disappears, as it seems like- | 


ly to do, its counterpart in Chris- 
tianity will be seriously lacking in 
any real contact with the norma! 
outlook of our civilization. We’ 
should, I think, also bear in mind 
that the necessity for this belief 
has often been denied by many re- 
ligious men brought up in the 
Christian tradition, 
aesert that it is.a need universally 
felt even among Christians, 
No Sign of Permanence 

Our conclusion, then, if I may 
venture to state it definitely, is that 
this belief in the necessity of the 
prima facie historical shows no 
sign of permanence or Necessity. 
It has a long and honourable his- 
tory in Christian tradition: it has 
undoubtedly been held an essential 
part of Christianity; but 1 can find 
no adequate reason for supposing 
that it ig. go, Lacking. - it, 
Christianity, it. seems to me, would 
not lose its identity, were the modi- 
fication to be effected at the de- 
mand-of a religious conseiousness 
educated in our religion. - Our 
second question must, then, be 
answered in the negative,

Yet, notwithstanding the great shows 
at the Albert Iall and elsewhere, at- 
tended by the Prince of Wales him 
self, professional boxing as at Present 
conducted is, tn say the least, of .very 
doubtful legality. This is perfectly 
well known to the gentlemen who have 
for some time past been endeavouring 
te establish a Board of Control, and 
this is one of the reasons why the old 
rule of 20 rounds for a champion- 
ship contest has-been altered to 15 
rounds, Ai the present time the 
Board are trying hard to bring: about 
law and order in British boxing and 
every well-wisher of the sport must 
hope for their suceess. - They have not 
had a very gond press, partly through 
their own faull, and some of their rul- 
ings have been misrepresented. For 
example, their objection te the uncon- 
trolled importation of foreign boxers 
has been misunderstood. Actually, it 
will have an excellent effect in prevent- 
ing the “lemon picking” which T regret 
to say has been a favourite pastime 
of some prominent British boxers. 


Futile Matches 


Their managers have habitually 
nade matches for them with Continen- 
tal boxers who had no possible chance 


not have drawn a: single spectator if 
they had been British and known’ to 
the public. The Board are also tackling 
another important matter: the reluc- 
tance of “Champions” to meet chal- 
Jengers, except under conditions which 
do not involve the title.

It cften happens that a section of the 
Spectators come only to see their own 
man win, and the betting element has 
its inevitable efect. Rowdyism will 
have to be put down with a strong 
hand, and Heeiices refused to pro- 
moters who do not take the ‘necessary 
steps to-have this done. Otherwise 
the question of the illegality of boxing 
is sure to be raised, 


Another matter which may give 
trouble is the question of Sunday box- 
ing. This has become a regular insti- 
tution, notably in London and the Bir- 
mingham district, though it exists else- 
where. There are, of course, various 
opinions as to Sunday games and 
sports, and I only mention it because 
any disturbances at Sunday shows will 
neessarily focus 4 strong, though pos- 
sibly mistaken body of opinion against 
boxing. _ 

The inevitable result of the war has 
been a reaction against militarism, and 
with this reaction has come an- agita- 
tion against sé-alled “blood-sports” 
which is quite likely to involye boxing 
History: shows that boxing has been 
more Hable than other. sports ‘to an 
‘ebb and flow, in popularity, It is for 
its friends'to see that the inevitable ekb 
does not leave it stranded, :

I have seena good many hundreds 
of people of late, and almost every 
one of them -has had some Good 
Turn to tell me that has been done 
by Boy Scouts. And that. musi 
mean, of course, that there are 
hundreds of thousands of dhese 
Good Turns being done every day 
by Scouts-—and am I pot glad to 
hear it? 

People whose motorears have 
broken down, people who wanted to 
know Lhe way, ladies crossing 
streets, men lost in a fog, children : 
who had strayed, farmers with 
broken fences or wandering cattle, 
all write thinking me. for . what 
Scouts have done to help them, 

Well, Scouts, by doing these’ little 
turns you are doing a big thing.

The Cubs’ Corner . 


KITE - MAKING 
A. kite can be made of either 
Paper or calico. The former 


would Jast much longer. 

The paper kite’ is really the most 
useful to be recommended, especial- 
ly if you are going to make. your 
own, and it is not to be very large. 
The tail of a kite should never be 
les3 than twelve times the length 
of the kite, and the ‘tail papers 
should -be tied ‘by noose knots at in- 
tervals of two or three inches. The 
use of the tail is to steady the kite, 
and keep the kite’s head to the wind. 
If there ii any difficulty in getting 
8 kite to rise, the tail has probably 
been made too ‘heavy, and. if the 
kite is indined to dip and plunge it 
has been made too light, and may be 
weighted with a atone. ® 

By fastening one kite to the back 
of another, and starting the second 
kite as the first one wos started, and 
so on, two, three or more kites may, 
witha favourable wind, be sent to 
a very gool height.

BOOK. “JACKETS ” 


PROBLEMS OF THE 
PUBLISHER 

One of the problems of the modern | 
publisher has to do not vith tho 
book itself but with what is techni- 
cally known as its ‘* jacket ’’"—the 
paper wrapper which was originally 
introduced to protect it from being 
soiled by exposure on the bookstalls 
or by the necessary handling it un- 
dergocs from prospective purchasers 
in the bogksellers’ shops. The plain 
jucket has nowadays developed into 
a mere dust cover of a quite plain 
type to a valuable means of. adver- 
tisement, which in some instances 
contributes largely to the rapidity of 
sales by making all the difference 
to the choice of a book by the 
eustamer.

THE NEXT. BOOM?

The boom in Shanghai continues 
to eclipse our Stock Market, and is 
providing somewhat of a sensation 
with its concomitant thrills and ex- 


citement. Cotton shares are the 
centre of attraction, and excitement 
reigied supreme when. Ewos were! 
“bumped” to Ts. 2334 on Wednes- 
day and declined. to Ts. 22 within 
twenty-four hours. - This is re- 
markable when one considers that 
a little over six weeks ago they were 
priced around Ts. 14, and, the near 
approach of ‘September Settlement 
Day which, I hear, has reached 


enormous proportions. The cotton 
mills in Shanghai are reported to 
be earning large profits this year, 
and for this reason there are stil] 


many optimists who expect to see! 


further improvement in _ cotton 
shares. However,-I do hope that, 
Hong Kongites will profit by their 
experience of the past and «will not 
leave themselves open toa be bitten 
again. By the way, shares in the 
Shanghai ~ Cotton Manufacturing 
Co., Ltd., have passed: the century 
mark to Ts. 106: 


The activity.in the Northern Port 
makes one wonder whether it will 
be long before we have a boom 
here. Thinking of the booms of 
the past one’s attention is naturally 
turned to the stocks that haye 
suffered most by the disastrous 
Boycott of 1925, such as Green 
Island Cements, Hong Keng Ropes, 
China Providents and Hong Kong 
Hotels, and wonder which one will 
be the first to providé ‘us with a 
thrill. Some of these have. suffer- 
ed more than others; nevertheless, 
the business of all these Companies 
is steadily - improving, and" the 
time does not appear tc bé far 
distant when they ‘will all be on a 
dividend-paying basis again. This 
is perhaps the reason that dealings 
in them are increasing daily.
